J)BIVING TOTE TEAM. 


My uncle, with whom I lived when I 


was » boy, had a large family of his own. 
He was one ef the Ilrst settlers in western 
Wisconsin, and, besides carrying on a 
larj/H farm on the banks ot one of the prin- 
cipal lumbering streams, he took a largo 
logging crew into the woods every winter. 


The logging camp wan sixty raileB up 


the ilver, and all the supplies for the men 
and the teams were hauled from home. 


Tl.e team which did this hauling—tho 


"tot« team" «s It wns called—made ono 
trip each week from the time the men 
went into the woods in th« fall until they 
canm out in the spring. 


The winter I was fourteen, my cousin 


Ted fifteen and his brother George thir. 
teen men were very scarce, and, although 
we weru rather young for such work, my 
uncln thought it safe to allow two of. us to 
takt charge of the Into team. 


I was always one of the two who went 


with tha team, and Ted and George took 
"tuin about," one going with me even 
othi r trip, while tba other stayed at homi 
to dn the chores. 


Wn were tongh, hardy boys, well used to 


handling horses, and, although "toting' 
was anything but play, we enjoyed it 
greatly. We thought it made men of us 
to do men's work. 


Wo had a great deal of sport, but some 


of the incidents of these toting; trips were 
far from funny, 


At ono place tho roid ran through a 


large swamp or cranberry marsh, upon 
the ( dge of which along the banks of a 
small river a band of Winnebago Indians 
encnmped every winter. 
In this place 


ganin abounded, including the fur bearing 
animals which the Indians trapped. The 
site afforded them besides good opportuni. 
tiea to "swap" with the numerous tote 
team? which traveled the rond. 


V<'i sometimes bartered with the Indians 


(mcli articles aa flour, sugar, coffee, bacon 
and tobacco for buckskin moccasins and 
ax lidves. Nearly all the men at the log- 
fiinj.' camps wore moccasins and of course 
theio was need of many ax helves. 


Mimyof these Indians were industrious 


and could make the best of ax helves. 
Thcj were sharp traders too; but some ol 
them had the reputation of stealing every 
thin^ they could got their hands on. We 
were always careful to treat them well, 
and gave them full value for all that we 
trad, d for. 


There were so many of these VYinne- 


bagns—or "Bagos" as we called them— 
scattered about that region that the whites 
wen slow to do anything that was likely 
to pinvoke their ill will. 


We always arranged the front end of oil! 


sleigh before we reached the Indians' camp 
so tliat we could trade with them as ex- 
pediiionsly aa possible. We would give 
them a quart cup full of coffee fora good 
ax Lrlve, and twice aa much for a pair ot 
mocuisms. Of sugar we ga\e them twice 
the amount we did of coffee, and of fioui 
five 
t imcs. 


Ono time when we reached my uncle's 


lumber camp we found our load short a 
Lam nr two, or several pieces of bacon, the 
loss cif which we could account for only on 
the '•uppositior. that the Sagos had stoleir 
the meat while crowding around thealelglr 
to do their trading. 


M> uncle scolded us a little for allowinfi 


the 1 ndiana to steal things "right from un 
der our noses," us he put it. We made up 
our minds to keep a sharp lookout when. 
ever we stopped at the camp again. 


On our next trip the jingle of onr sleigh 


bells '.rought the whole camp out to the 
road, and when we stopped the Indians all 
crow i!ed around as usual. 


It was asharp,cold morning,and all had 


theii long blankets wrapped closely about 
them 


Ted and I were soon busy dealing out 


"tobac," "coppee" and "soog" to this ont 
and : lint one, when Ted noticed a sudden 
opening and closing of the blanket of a tali 
young Indian who stood leaning up 
against the back of the sleigh. 


Ki i ping his eye on the fellow he SOOL 


saw him move away from the sleigh, turt 
his hack to us and walk slowly toward tht 
camp 


1'eil scrambled quickly to the rear of the 


loid, and found that one of the largest 
bain-,, wortb two dollars or three dollars, 
was missing. 


"Hire, you thievingroscall" he shouted 


atth( retreating Indian, "bring that ham 
back Iiere, and be quick about it." 


The young Bago simply quickened hie 


pace without turning around or seeming 
to not ice Ted's shouts. I was desperately 
afraid of getting into trouble with so man} 
of thise strapping red men, but Ted was 
not. 


In fact I never knew that boy to meet 


anything iu the shape of man or beast that 
he was afraid of. He was large and verj 
btroiij; for his age, and almost as dark 
skinned as an IiuLan. 


Before I knew what he was about Ted 


sprang to the ground and chased the Bago 
as last as he could run. The young Indian 
ran toward his wigwam, which stood, with 
the rrst of the village, about 200 yards back 
from the road. But Ted overtook him in 
littie more than half the distance! 


When the Indian saw that his pnrsnei 


was about to spring upon him, be turned 
around and faced Ted, 


Tin Indian had great advantage in sizt 


and strength, but be was heavily hancli- 
capped for a struggle by the necessity o! 
keeping his blanket folded tightly about 
him in order to conceal the stolen ham. 
This kept both of his hands occupied, and 
all be could do in defense was to kick out 
vigorously with his moccaeined feet. 


He proved no mean antagonist as it was, 


for he was quick as a flash, and his legs 
were long and sturdy, 


I ex |«cted to see the other Sagos run to 


the support of their comrade, but they 
seerni <1 to think the young brave would 
have little trouble in handling the white 
boy, and laughed heartily aa he wheeled 
first one way, then another, keeping his 
pursuer it a distance by his furious kicks. 


Ted dodeed bin heels, and watching for 


an opening snduenly leaped straight at 
the r iscal and caught him by the throat 
with both hands. 


Quick as thought the Indian let goof 


the blanket, ham and all, and seized Ted 
around the body. He had clung to the 
ham a little too long, however, for Ted had 
secured a hold which even the Indian's su- 
perior strength could not shake off. 


Ted knew that he would be BO mtrtoh (or 


the strapping fellow in an even handed 
contest and held his throat with a grip o) 
iron. 


The straggle was short and fierce. Ted 


snatching up'the ham, hurried back to th 
Bled wn h it upon his shoulder. 


Now, an Indian's sense of right and ju 


tice is often as keen as that of his whit 
brother, and he can appreciate a pluck 
act as well. Perhaps these Winnebago 
would have been just as well pleased if th 
young man had been able to escape wit 
the stolen ham; but as it was they con] 
not help admiring the white boy's darim 
and yelled with delight at the dlscomfl 
ureof the young brave as he picked him 
self up out of the snow and skulked off t 
his wigwam. 


"White papoose heap brave!"theyshon 


ed as Ti d came back to the sled. "Ketchum 
bad Injun stealum ham I" 


We thought that would put a stop to tl 


otealiiif from our load, but my uncle tol 
us to b( on our guard, for the young brav 
whom 'J'ed had so disgraced in the eyes o 
bis brol hers would be sure to take reveng 
upon Uf some way if he could. 


On the next trip up we traded with th 


Winneliagocs, as usual, and I was certai 
that nothing was stolen while we stoppe 
at their village, for I had George keepstric 
watch of everything on the lead while 
did the trading 
But v.'heii weunlonde 


that nl jht in camp a fifty pound sack o 
flour wiis missing. What had become of 
was more than we could tell. 


I stud led the matter over for several day 


and I came to the conclusion thatsom 
tliievinc Bago had been hidden behind 
tree clot o to tho ro^d, just bejpnd the Ii 
dian village,and that after weTiad flnishe 
trading and had seated ourselves on th 
fronten 1 of tho load and started on he lia 
sprung out, snatched thesack of flourfror_ 
the rear of our sleigh and dodged back bo 
hind UK tree until we were out of kigh. 


I told Ted about It when we r*ache 


home. 


"I am perfectly sure that's just the wa, 


it was done," said he, "but just let then- 
try that game again. We'll be ready fo 
them next trip." 


And so we were. It was George's tur 


to stay n t home; and after Ted and I hai 
arranged our load we took four heavy 
double spring otter traps and set them 
around the rear end of our sleiah among 
the sucks of flour, bacon, hams and othe 
supplies fastening the chain of each se 
curely to the sleigh box, while over the top 
of everything we spread, as usual, a piec 
of limp canvas. 


Georgo and I, on the trip we had jus 


made, noticed that the young fellow whi 
had tru d to steal the ham was not in th' 
crowd \vhich surrounded onr sled th* 
week b( fore. Neither was he to he seer 
when T« d and I stopped at the village thi 
time. 


Tliis was very much what we had ex 


pected. 


My customers kept me busy dialling out 


cups of sugar and coffee ,md Ted was try 
ing to cut a plug of tobacco in two with 
his jackktiifcfor an Indian who wantec 
half a plug, when he slyly -nidged me ant 
pointed ip the road with his thumb. 


Without stopping my work I glanced in 


the direi tion Ted indicated, and sawabou 
half a blick head peering out from behinc 
a big pii e which stood within three feet o: 
the sled truck and about forty rods up th< 
road. 


We tr wled as long as the Indians had 


anything; to barter, and then straightenec 
up the lead, mounted our seat in front anr 
drove leisurely on, looking neither to tht 
right nor the left. 


We ha 1 barely passed the big pine whet; 


we hean a swift movement behind us; and 
then, in an Instant, we heaid one of oui 
traps clnse with a "click" auJ a kind ul 
thumping noise. 


Knowing that we must nave the thief it 


tow, Ted carelessly cracked bis whip at thf 
team and away we went at a brisk trot. 


The road for saveral miles ahead ran 


along the stream, and was so level and 
smooth chat the horses scarcely felt th« 
load behind them, while we chatted ana 
laughed is though nothing had happened 
though of course we were really much ex 
cited and felt au intense curiosity to look 
around. 


We could hear the regular pat, pat, pal 


of the ct'ptlve's rnoccasmed feet upon the 
well packed snow as he kept pace with the 
team, hut were careful r«>t to turn oui 
heads in his direction. 


We miiat have driven on this way nearlj 


a mile when the fatigue and pain, togetbei 
with the hopelessness of trying to get his 
hand out of the trap, made it impossible f 01 
the thief to control his rage longer. 


He uttered a yell that seemed almost tc 


lift the caps from our heads, and when we 
turned around he shouted: 


"White boy, stop um horse! Whitt 


boy, stop um horse!" 


But Ted only cracked his whip and made 


the team go faster. Then the Bago's 
black eyes sparkled with rage and fury as 
he yelled at the top of hia voice, at thi 
same timo making a leap as if to jump oil 
the sled: 


"Whitt boy, stop um horse! Let Injun 


go! Injun killum white boyj" 


"Oh, you will, will you?" said Ted, asht 


grasped one of the newly purchased a» 
helves and sprang to the rear of the load. 


"Dri"e foster, Ben," he shouted to me, 


"and we -vill make him sing a different 
tune before he gets his hand out of that 
trap." 


I touched up the team while Ted stood 


ready to utrike the man if he attempted to 
board the sleigh. 


I have heard it said that an Indian nevei 


sheds teai s, but before we had gone half a 
mile farther this young brave stopped hit 
raving and threatening, and began tc 
blubber like a little child. 


I suppose he thought we meant to takb 


him clear to camp with us, but when Ted 
thought lie had punished him enough he 
called me to bring the team down to a 
slower pace. 


"Now," said he, "you bad Injun, you 


stealum v-hite man's meat, stealum flour, 
stealum everything. You go stealum any 
more froi i white man?" 


"No! no!" blubbered the Indian. "White 


man let Injun go, Injun stealum no more. 
Injun be white man's friend. No killum— 
no stealum." 


"All right." said Ted; "then I'll let you 


go" 


;Che trap had caught the fellow around 


tha wrist, and would not have hurt him 
much but for his frantic efforts to escape, 
which bruised the flesh quite badly. Ted 
made him hold the trap on top of a sock of 
oats while he pressed down the heavy 
springs and released the Sago's swollen 
hand. 


He started forborne at a run the moment

My uncle was afraid this affair might

It is told on high authority that Queen 


Victoria's favorite scent* are patchouli 
and mariohale. Those famous Indian 


Final Annihilation la the Supremo Do- 


dire of Their Lives—Privation* That 
the "Fhoongyeos" Undergo—How They 
Are Regarded by ttio People. 
The Burmese have a highly flourishing 


monastic institution, the members of which 
arestyled "Phoongyees," a word signifying 
"great glory." The Phoonjryee order is an 
absolute necessity under the present Budd- 
hist dispensation, because no one can 
emerge from tho whirlpool of ever recur- 
ring existence unless he abandon the world 
and become a recluse, a monk, for this 
reason every man with the least claim to 
respectability or good social standing in 
Burmah must go through the formality of 
assuming the yellow robe oi a Phoongyee 
once in his lifetime, and join the religious 
brotherhood for a few dnys at least. This 
Is generally dons in boyhood. 


These monks live in monasteries or 


"kyonngs," built away from the ham and 
buzz of towns and villages. 
Successful 


traders will oftentimes spend the better 
part of their gains in building a monastery, 
either as u means of acquiring merit or for 
the sake of prefixing to their name the 
honorable appellation of "Kyoung-taga," 
I. e , Builder of a monastery. This they he- 
stow on some favorite monk of theirs, who 
ipso facto is installed as superior of it. The 
order has a duly organized hierarchy, with 
a "groat teacher" at the head of it, styled 
"Thathanapine Tsa-yah-dawgyee." After 
him come the "Giue-oks," or provincial?, 
under whose direct junsdiction are the ab- 
bots of the different monasteries. These 
last rule, in their turn, over the novices 
and other "Oopatxins," or simple monks. 


The respect shown by the people in gen- 


eral to these monks amounts to veneration, 
to worship. In fact, the Assembly of the 
Rahans is one of the three precious things 
every Burmese is bound to venerate They 
are addressed as Phra, L e., loids. The 
person who addresses them, be he prince or 
plebeian, must approach them in a kneel- 
ing posture, with his hands joined and 
raised to his forehead—a form of salutation 
known in Burmah as "sheekoing"—and 
after making three different prostrations 
proffers his request. As a rule, no one 
goes to see a Pboongyee empty handed. 
The monk on receiving a present never ac- 
knowledges it. Sometimes he might deign 
to say "Thadoo, thadool" (well, well'), but 
never "Thank you I" The reason of this is 
that the monk confers a favor on the giver 
by affording him an opportunity of acquir- 
ing merit for his next existence. 


The Phoongyees live exclusively on the 


liberality of their countrymen, who are 
very generous to them. As a compensation 
they teach children the first rudiments of 
reading, writing and arithmetic. By aa 
imperative rule of their order the Phoon- 
jyeos are obliged to beg their daily food. 
For this reason every morning, between 7 
and 8 o'clock, they go forth in procession 
from their respective monasteries parrying 
a large lacquered wooden bowl, which they 
clasp with both hands in front of their per 
sons and with slow steps, eyes down, mouth 
shut, solemnly puce the streets, halting 
'roui time to time before a door. They 
neither knock nor make their presence 
tnown by any sign whatsoever, hut stand 
there us mute and motionless as statues. 


Should ni one com" oft and atrrnd to 


them, they move on to the next house, 
where, perhaps, they will receive a cupful 
of boiled rice or curry, which they accept 
without betraying the least sign of grati- 
tude or recognition—no, not even so much 
as looking at tt.e donor. When they think 
ihey have enough for the day they return 
lome in the same slow, silent and solemn 
manner as they went out. The senior mem- 
>ers of the fraternity very often stay at 
lorue 
But their wants are regularly and 


)lentifully supplied by pious women who 
carry food and little dainties to them. A 
monk may have his flll from sunrise to 
noon; after that hour no more solid food 
must enter his mouth till next morning. 


OB entering the monastery the monks 


iromise to observe poverty, chastity and 
eclusion. 
In common with every Bud- 


Ihist, they are bound to the observance of 
he five great precepts; over and above 
hese there are five others which concern 
hem alone. These are, first, not to eat 
after midday; second, not to dance, sing 
r play any musical instrument, third, 
lot to use cosmetics, fourth, not to stand 
n unduly elevated places, fifth, not to 
ouch gold or silver Of late years abuses 
lave crept into the order making the last 
umed precept almost nugatory. But they 
bserve with scrupulous fidelity the other 
joints of the law. Above all they are very 
larticular with regard to their vow, if we 
may so call it, of chastity 
Seldom or 


lever one hears of a monk having broken 
t. In fact, he has no occasion for so do- 
ng, because if he cannot bear the re- 
traints of a monastic life he is always at 
"iberty to return to secular pursuits This, 
owever, is attended in Burmah, as every- 
where else, with dishonor and disgrace. 
To secure his monks from possibl 
reaches of their vow of chastity, Gau- 
ama, their founder, prescribes that when 
ny one of them is obliged to converse with 
•omen he must screen his face wita the 
an he carries for that purpose; the conver 
ation must not be prolonged beyond five 
r BIX words, and this, too, must be done 
here every one can see and hear them. 
On no occasion or pretext whatsoever 


may a monk touch, never so slightly, even 
with the tip of his finger, a woman, be she 


iOther or sister. AH oriental scholars are 
amiliar with the famous "casus coiiscien- 
ae" proposed to Gaudama by one of his 
abaus, "What if 1 saw my own mother 
•ing in a ditch t" "Pull her out by giving 
er the end of a stick!" was Gaudama's 
;ern reply. 
The life of a Phoongyee is, on the whole, 
neveutful and uninteresting. Most of the 
orenoon he spends in ministering to his 
odily wants. After that he may, perhaps, 
alk a walk to some shrine, accompanied 
y a few of his disciples, or sit idly at home 
tatting with visitors or listening to the 
iwn gossip. 
I must not forget to mention that he is 


>ound to the daily recital of his "Kama- 
than," or book of devotions; also to say his 
Buddhis'iic formulas on his string of 
beads, with which he closes his spiritual 
duties for the day. On feast days he 
mounts a platform, upon which he sits 
cross legged, and putting his large palm 
leaf fan before his eyes he reads out por- 
tions of Gaudama's law of teaching to the

Blond Vessels of the Eye. 


Purkinje discovered a very simple and 


highly entertaining experiment by means 
of which the letina, with all its veins and 
blood vessels standing out in relief against 
it, can be thrown into tlie air Detore ore's 
eyes. It is called the aborescent figure, to 
its likeness to a many branched tree, and 
is produced in the following manner: In n 
dark room at night move a candle back 
ward and forward before the eyes. 
After 


a few seconds the air will assume a reddish 
appearance, and running over it in all di 
rections may be seen the veins and blood 
vessels in bold relief, while toward the cen- 
ter of the flgnre there rises up a daik 
trunk, from which the veins branch out on 
all sides. 


The trunk is visible where the optic 


nerve enters the eye, and this experiment 
is chiefly interesting to the student as prov 
ing that the paits of tho retina which 
actually receive and produce thu sensation 
of light must lie behind the blood vessels, 
since these cast their shadow on to it and 
can be seen as clearly as any other object 
externally.—New York Telegram.

Tho Licorice Tror. 


Most of It come from Asia Minor, whore 


It is found growing in great abundance 
all 
along 
tho Uat, uncultivated and 


almost uninhabited lands of Ihe rivers 
Tlg-rls and Euphrates. 
It Is a small 


shrub, not more tbau three foot high, 
with a light foliage, and Is never found 
far from tho water. 


Tho season for collecting' the roots Is 


generally during the winter, although It 
Is possible all the year round. When tho 
root Is first dug It Is full of water, and 
must bo allowed to dry, a long, tedious 
process, often taking a year. It Is then 
sent to Bagdad, whore It Is pressed Into 
bales and shipped to London, and from 
thoio to America, quantities of It boln^- 
used in this country In the manufacture 
of tobacco.

Port Electric Mails. 


By the present arrangement for mail 


ti irnsportation from one part of our large 
cities to another, four letters can be put 
into tho postofflce of, say, New York, 
at the Bame time. One of these is ad- 
di essed to Boston, another to Philadel- 
phia, the third to Washington and the 
fourth to an individual in Brooklyn or 
tliB upper part of New York city. The 
person in Boston, Philadelphia or Wash- 
ington will be reading his letter next 
morning at the same time the individual 
ii i Brooklyn or Harlem gets his. It tak es 
a letter as long to travel from New York 
to Brooklyn as from New York to Bos- 
tun. 


An invention has been devised to 


remedy this state of affairs and give to 
largo cities rapid mail transit. 
The 


object is claimed to be accomplished by 
the port electric system of mail trans- 
portation. 
The company having the 


matter in charge has been incorporated 
in West Virginia, but will put the in- 
vontion in operation first between New 
Vjrk and Brooklyn. The distance be- 
tween the postofficcs of these two cities 
it, about 23^ miles, and by the new sys- 
tum port electric trains can convey 
mail from one to the other in from three 
to five minutes, tho trains being run ten 
minutes apart 


In this case the line will cross the 


Ei ooklyn briJgt, and follow the bridge 
c.'ir and elevated road tracks. The line 
v ill consist of a single rail track. The 
car that passes over it will have a wheel 
at each end and guide wheel attached 
to a rail above. The car will look much 
like a huge cigar 20 feet long and 12 
inches wide. When the mechanical dif- 
ficulty of friction is overcome, which is 
tLa chief one in the way, according to 
tlie claim made, this iron and lightning 
letter carrier will be able to race along 
it'i track »t the rate of from 150 to 200 
miles an hour. 


After the New York and Brooklyn 


road is tried and proved successful, then 
the company will extend its operations 
fiist to suburban delivery, to the towns 
cf from ten to fifteen miles away from 
great centers of population. This scheme 
being shown to be practicable, the sys- 
tem will be tried for long distances. 
Going at the tremendous rate of speed 
mentioned, it will be necessary to place 
tlie port electric cars out of reach of or- 
dinary travel and traffic. This will be 
accomplished by elevating the track 
upon a line of posts stretched along the 
route. Last of all, double track lines 
•will be attempted on the same plan, and 
the San Francisco man ma; yet read a 
letter that left New York the day be- 
fore. 


The time will come when the force of 


tha tides of the eea and of the currents 
oi rivers will be utilized to give us light, 
ioat and power.

twenty feet high they exert a force of 
one ton to the square inch. At a spot 
on the coast of France advantage has 
boen taken of this knowledge to make

It 
is to be signed by the lecturer, and, if 
desired, recorded in the Society's reg- 
ister. 


2. The Primary or Unit Certificate 


represents twelve lectures, since it is 
expected that the Unit Course will 
soon be one of twelve lectures rather 
than of six as at present. 
The Pri- 


mary Certificate will be the first en- 
graved certificate, and will be obtained 
after du.j examination, conditioned 
on attendance upon the required lac- 
tures. 


3. The Subject Certificate is given 


upon the satisfactory completion of two 
courses o" twelve lectures each, both 
courses biing upt/n lhe same general 
subject; 
I hat is, the same department 


of study. . 


4. The Group Certificate corres- 


ponds generally to the work of a col- 
lege year. 
The college curriculum re- 


quires the student to take up four dis- 
tinct subjects each year, and to pursue 
them until he has gained a real insight 
into tho nature of each one. The re- 
qutremen'.s of a Group Certificate are 
similar.

Hen-ings were bought nearly every week 


and sometimes ling—"a pole of ling." 
B.icon was seven pence a pound. Rice wa 
also seven pence a pound. Oranges cam 
in about December, cherries in their season 
were two pence a pound; gooseberries, [ou 
pence. Very little milk is bought. Some 
times for months there is no mention o 
milk. This may have been because thei. 
own dairy supplied them. Perhaps, how 
ever, milk was only occasionally used it 
the house. The food of very young ehil 
dren—infants after they were wearied—wa 
not then milk, but pap, which I suppose to 
have been some confection of flour auc 
sugar. 


There is no mention at all of ten, coffee 


or chocolate. Tea was already a fashion 
able drink, but at this time it was sixtj 
shillings a pound, n price which placed i' 
beyond the reach of the ordinary house 
hold. Coffee was much cheaper—at the 
coffee houses it was sold at a penny a cup 
—but it had not yet got into private bouses 


Turning to other things besides food 


Schooling for"E. J." was two pence a week. 
The boy's hornbook cost two pence, and 
his primer four peuce. His shoes were one 
shilling and nine pence the pair. The cob- 
bler who made them was Goodman Archer 
Goody Archer was bis wife. A letter cost 
two pence or four pence; everything 
bought or ordered was brought by the car 
rier, which greatly increased the expense. 
A lady's glovas cost two shillings a pair 
silk stockings ten shillings, and her ordi 
nary stockings six shillings a pair; her 
shoes three shillings; her mask one shil- 
ling; her pattens for muddy weather were 
two shillings u pair; her knitting needles 


a penny apiece; her steel bodkin two 


pence; her needles eight pence the half 
hundred; her pins nine pence a thousand; 
her ribbon three pence a yard. 


As for the little things required for the 


-ouse they were far dearer than now, con- 
sidering especially the value of money. 
For instance, a mop cost a shilling; a 
pitcher, five pence; glasses, ono shilling 
and eight pence; an earthenware pan, four 
pence; a broom, six pence; a mustard pot, 
one shilling .and six pence; a padlock, ten 
pence; a mouse trap, ten pence. Eleven 
shillings wore given for a pair of candle- 
sticks; it is not stated of what metal. Hoi- 
laud was two shillings a yard; a "news- 
book" cost a penny. 


On one occasion only it is recorded that 


they bought u book—only one book, and it 
was so expensive that they could never af- 
ford to buy another. Here ia the entry: 
"Paid a gentleman for a book £3 10 0." 
What book, one asks in wonder, could be 
worth seventy shillings in the year 1678 to 
a man who was neither a scholar nor a col- 
lector?—Walter Bes/mt In Harper's.

minister of the Church of Scotland, who 
was often obliged to employ assistants dur- 
ing the latter part of his life.

field-stone laid in cement, with 
cement dash finish. The base of "th 
structure is 8 feet long, 4 feet wid. 
and 6 feet high, running to a peak 
On the two-foot slope at the peak 
marble slab b feet 8 inches by 1 foo 
10 inches has been imbedded. Th 
slab contains the following inscription 
"This is near the spot where Washing 
ton crossed the Delaware on Christina 
night of 1775, on the eve of the battle 
of Trenton." The monument was erect 
ed by Walter S. Lovett, a mason o 
Taylorsville, and stands along 
tbi 


river bank in the rear of the propert) 
of Dr. Howard G-riffee, and will per- 
petually keep in memory an interest 
ing epoch in the history of our coun- 
try. 


—The diary of Sarah llidg, written 


in 1809, published in this week's issue 
of Kate Field's Washington contain 
several allusions to Philadelphia, Bur- 
lington and Bristol. 
Under date of 


July 30th, while at Burlington, she 
says : "A charming Sunday morning. 
After church we went home with Mrs. 
Deacon to see the steamboat [This was 
the "Plimnix'1 which had come around 
from New York by sea and Delaware 
Bay, and the first steam vessel which 
made a sea voyage] come up the 
river, but it was not in sight, and we 
soon returned. 
About six o'clock Mr. 


Franklin Eyre made his appearance, 
with'How do,-ma'am.' He came up 
in the steamer, and returned again this 
evening. We all walked to the river 
shore. 
A numerous assembly of gens 


tlemen and ladies, meu anj women, 
were collected on the bank to see the 
steamboat. They had remained sev- 
eral hours before it appeared. 
It was 


coming over from Bristol. I suppose 
.t had taken in some passengers there. 
We remained on the wharf till it came 
O"er, took a number of passengers from 
lere, and got under way. It looked 
very handsome. It is a boat about 120 
eet lona;."

tl o Katrongroos, or house-dwellers, who 
In op their gypsy blood a secret.

cently administered strychnine In eases 
of snake bite. A solution of nitrate ot 
Btrychnlne In 240 parts of water, mixed 
•ulth a little glycerine, Is prepared, and 
twenty minims Injected hypodermically 
nt Intervals of ton to twenty minutes, ac- 
cording to the virulence of the attack. In 
SODMI cases & grain of strychnine has 
been given thus within a few hours. Tho 
two noigooa are antagonistic, and the 
characteristic effects ot the strychnine 
only show themselves after the venom haa 
bien neutralized. 
The first Independent action of the drug 


IB evinced by slight muscular spasms, and 
the injections must be discontinued, un- 
loss after a time the snake poison reas- 
t arts itself. So long as the latter is ac- 
tive the strychnine can be applied in 
<iuantltles which would be fatal in the ab- 
t Bnoe ot the virus 
Out of the hundied 
patients treated this way, some of whom 
were at the point of death, there was only 
one failure, and that arose from <;he stop- 
page of the Injections after one and a 
quarter grains of strychnine wera ad- 
mistered. Any part of the body will
